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When students arrived on the 
first day of school, they walked 
into a redesigned and updated 
lounge. The $100,000 
renovation began in the spring 
of 2014 and has continued 
througout the summer and 
school year. The new design 
was intended to make it feel less 
like a cafeteria and more like a 
lounge. “Our objective for the 
lounge was to bring it up to 
date and give it a warm feeling,” 
Assistant Principal Steve Evans 
said. The changes in the lounge 
include new floors, new tables, 
new couches, new tile on the 
pillars, renovated bathrooms, 
and a new display for the 
athletic plaques.The funding 
for the lounge renovation came 
from the Boosters club and five 


years' worth of money saved up 
from the school store. The 
discovery of asbestos delayed 
the work on the floor and cost 
an additional $26,000 to fix. 
Student excitement centered 


around the arrival of the new

Evans 
acted quickly to fix them with 
wood panels and back

"The Crucible" takes place during the 
Salem Witch Trials. The story unfolds 
when a group of girls take a foreign 
woman into the woods with the 
intent to summon spirits. After being 
caught, the girls are put on trial along 
with innocent townspeople as the 
judge determines who will be hung. 
Junior CeCe Hill played Abigail 
Williams, the ringleader of the girls, 
and gave a great performance.

“I used my most blood¬ 
curdling scream because that’s what 
it took to get in character." 

Unlike the musical, the fall play 
usually hits on controversial or 
serious topics. "With the musical, it's 
all big numbers and smiles.

Once school begins the group meets twice a week for hours. 
As performance time nears they meet every day. In Madrigals 
singers have to learn music on their own and with the group.

Despite the intense 
time commitment, the group still finds time to bond. Some of 
their favorite ways to spend time together include gathering 
for casual meals over the summer. “When it’s close to dinner 
time we have late night Chinese food and have little breaks 
there.

Traditions have been passed on for many years, such as the 
carrying of the boar's head in lor dinner and the wassail Cidei 
which was a cider during the Renaissance.

Pudding Carol," and "Silent Night." Passing down these songs 
through generations ol Madrigals is a great way to keep the 
origin and tradition of Madrigal dinners alive. While many 
look forward to playing the part of Renaissance era folk, a 
favorite aspect of the dinners is the food that comes with it.
